Examiner's Reasons for Allowance 

The prior art does not anticipate nor render obvious over Applicant's claimed 
subject matter. In view that Applicant has perfected the priority back to October 19, 
2004, the prior art does not particularly disclose a reverse rotation presumption 
module that determines a reverse rotation state of the internal combustion engine 
based on the measured revolution speed of the internal combustion engine, wherein the 
reverse rotation state a reverse rotation of the internal combustion engine due to the 
incompletion of a compression cycle immediately before stopping of the internal 
combustion engine when the internal combustion engine is auto stopped with 
fulfillment of the auto stop condition in considering the claim language as a whole. 

After a further search and consulting with Primary Examiner Willis Wolfe and 
Mahmoud Gimie, Examiner believes the claims are in a condition for allowance.
